For great Exercile, 
Warchines, Anger, Fafting, and ufe of 
hot Meats, as chey increafe che Natural 
hear, fo they inflame the urin, and make 
them higher wich a mixture of Choler, 
with fome contents, fo dothhot air or 
weather.
